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The Circulating 
Medium Of The 
Civil War Period 

(A paper read before the Central States Numismatic Association Convention a 
few days before Mr. Davis’ death.) 


There are two critical periods in the monetary history of the United 
States. The first of these was the period from the end of the Revolutionary 
War to the establishment of the mint. In this period, due largely to the 
work of Gouverneur Morris, Alexander Hamilton and Thomas Jefferson, 
our decimal system of coinage was developed and our general monetary 
policy organized. 

The second period was the period of the Civil War. From the necessities 
of this period came our National Bank System and our United States paper 
money. It is my purpose today to put before you a picture of the condi- 
tions which confronted the Government during this period. 

In the years immediately before the Civil War the circulating medium 
was in a very unsatisfactory condition. From 1836 to 1859 the mint had 
coined only about 50,000 silver dollars a year on the average, about 
1210,000 in half dollars, and the average gold coinage for the same period 
was about $1,000,000 a year. 

In 1857 Snowden estimated the total silver coin in the country at 
$25,000,000, of which $20,000,000 was in subsidiary coin and more than 
$3,000,000 in Spanish and Mexican fractions. 

This was supposed to supply the business needs of. all the people of the 
United States. Up to this time the Federal Government, keeping in mind 
the bitter lesson taught by the free issue of Continental currency during 
the Revolution, issued no paper money, except a few short-term Treasury 
notes in times of dire necessity. The great bulk of business was carried 
on with a mass of paper money issued by banks chartered by the various 
States. Except in New England, where the “Suffolk plan” of controlling 
bank issues was in use, these notes rarely circulated at par. 

Over the greater part of the country the State banking laws were rather 
loosely administered. As a consequence, the value of the notes varied 
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greatly, depending largely upon the integrity and reputation of the bankers 
who issued them. 

I have in my possession an advertisement from the front page of the 
Chicago Tribune in 18 60, which lists the value of notes in circulation in 
Chicago from 30 to 9 5 cents on the dollar. Since the market price of this 
paper varied almost from day to day, financial operations were accompanied 
by risks quite unknown today. The circulation of this great mass of in- 
ferior money drove most of the Government issues of gold and silver out 
of circulation. 

To supply an adequate quantity of small change, the Government issues 
of fractional money were supplemented by a great mass of worn and muti- 
lated foreign silver, largely of Mexican and Spanish origin. Attempts had 
been made in the Act of 1857 to retire this from circulation by raising its 
value 20 per cent, and accepting it in exchange for the new copper nickel 
cents. The legal tender status of foreign coins was removed, but in spite 
of this a considerable quantity of this foreign silver remained in circulation. 
This was the money by which business was carried on when the Civil War 
broke out. 

The breaking out of the Civil War found the United States Treasury 
singularly unprepared to meet the burden thrust upon it. For twelve years 
there had been no efficient Secretary at the head of it. A succession of in- 
competent and dishonest officials had undermined the credit of the Govern- 
ment and had decreased its revenus, while they had greatly increased its 
indebtedness. When Lincoln’s administration entered upon its duties only 
one-fourth of the ordinary running expenses of the Government came from 
taxation. The other three-fourths were secured by a sort of “hand-to-mouth” 
borrowing. Such were the conditions which the new Secretary of the Trea- 
sury was forced to meet. 

The theory that the war was to be of short duration infiuenced the 
policies of the Government at this time. Mr. Chase, the new Secretary of 
Treasury, proposed to meet the extraordinary expenses of the war by loans. 
He proposed that the taxes provide only for the normal expenses of the 
Government, interest on the public debt and a small sinking fund. The 
Congress acted on his recommendations. He, in common with other finan- 
ciers and statesmen, greatly underestimated the magnitude of the war and 
the cost of its operation. His estimate called for a loan of $240,000,000 and 
revenue amounting to $80,000,000. 

The placing of these loans was no easy matter. It was not possible to 
obtain money from Europe for the European money lenders were not ready 
to lend at a time when the very existence of the Government was at stake. 

At first short-time interest-bearing Treasury notes were issued. 

This scheme had been resorted to many times before in the history of the 
country in times of necessity, such as in the War of 1812, during the panic 
in 1837 and during the Mexican War. The Government accepted them in 
payment of debts to it, but there had been no attempts to make them legal 
tender. They passed from person to person as money by common consent, 
and their legality never was questioned. Before the end of 18 61 about 
$60,000,000 of these were issued. 

Since the banks of the country had control of most of the specie, it was 
necessary to secure their cooperation to market the bonds. Mr. Chase met 
the associated bankers of New York, Boston, and Philadelphia and they 
agreed to take $150,000,000 in bonds in lots of $50,000,000 before the 
beginning of the new year. The scheme was simple. They would take the 
bonds and dispose of them to patrons, and the Government would take the 
money and spend it, thus putting it at once into circulation, from which it 
would return to the banks to be subject to another loan. Then the opera- 
tion would be repeated. In this way $50,000,000 in specie could be used 
to dispose of any quantity of bonds. The plan worked so well that the first 
$50,000,000 was soon taken up, and the banks agreed to take the second 
$50,000,000 nearly a month before the specified time. This second install- 
ment did not go so rapidly, the military reverses of the summer having 
affected the market, and delayed the return of the specie to the banks. 
Early in December the report of the Secretary of the Treasury appeared. 
It showed that he had overestimated the revenues by about $25,000,000 
and had underestimated expenses about $214,000,000, and it made no defi- 
nite statement of policy for the coming year. This was followed a few 
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authorities claim that these first originated in Cincinnati, others say New 
York, but it is quite probable they had several points of origin. The idea 
was not particularly new. Store cards had been used for money many 
times, both in this country and England, during times when change was 
scarce. Some varieties of these were issued in very large amounts. 
Lindenmueller, of New York, issued more than a million pieces, and Oliver 
Boutwell and Robinson and Ballow, of Troy, probably issued as many if 
not more. 

Those bearing the names of merchants could easily be brought back to 
their place of issue for redemption, but those bearing only patriotic devices 
could not be traced. People who issued them often refused to accept them. 
Even those bearing merchants’ names were sometimes not redeemable. It 
is said that the Third Avenue Railroad presented several thousand of 
Lindenmueller’s tokens for redemption, and he refused to redeem them. 
Numerous examples of this kind finally led to a demand that their use be 
prohibited. 

In the years before the war, postage stamps had been used to pay small 
debts by mail, and it was only natural that in this time of necessity they 
should come into use as money. As the fractional money emergency be- 
came acute, the National Government stepped in and Secretary Chase pre- 
sented a bill to Congress legalizing the use of postage stamps as change. 
The act was passed and became a law July 17, 1862. 

The Postoffice Department had not been consulted on this measure and 
was entirely unprepared for the rush for stamps, and the postal sei vice was 
demoralized. Postmaster General Blair sent out orders “to restrict the 
sales of postage stamps to the former customary amount per diem, as this 
department is not to furnish postage stamps for currency.’’ 

The summer of 186 2 was quite humid in the East, and stamps stuck to- 
gether and became useless. These were brought back to the postoffice for 
redemption, but the postoffices refused to have anything to do with them. 
In 29 of the largest cities the sale of stamps was more than $800,000 above 
normal. To make it possible to use these for currency many devices were 
used. Stamps were pasted on cards bearing some firm name, or they were 
placed in small envelopes. The best device was originated by Gault and 
patented by him. It consisted of a small metal case with a mica face which 
held the stamp. Being a thrifty New Englander, he sold advertising space 
on the back. About thirty firms used these, and they were about the only 
satisfactory way in which stamps could be used as currency. 

The refusal of the Postoffice Department to redeem stamps put the Trea- 
sury Department in a bad spot. The act passed by Congress had referred 
to postage stamps, and, to save his face. Secretary Chase authorized the 
first issue of “Postage Currency.’’ These little notes were not postage 
stamps, but they bore on their face the pictures of 5 and 10 cent stamps of 
the current issue. To make them appear more like stamps, they were first 
made with perforated edges; later the perforated edges were abandoned. 
Something over $20,000,000 of these were issued. This “Postal Currency’’ 
was superseded in 18 63 by the second issue, now called “Fractional Cur- 
rency.’’ 

When these little paper notes were available in sufficient quantity, the 
private notes and Civil War tokens slowly became obsolete. There was a 
specific provision in the Currency Act of 18 62 making illegal all private 
issues of money, but in the emergency no attempt was made to enforce this 
provision. With a sufficient supply of small notes to meet business needs, 
some attempts were made to enforce the law, and this hastened the dis- 
appearance of the shinplasters and other money substitutes. 

It was with such a circulating medium that the business of the country 
was carried on during the dark days of the war. The Government issues 
of greenbacks and fractional currency formed the mass of the money in use. 
The State and private bank bills were used less and less until the passage 
of the National Bank Act in 1863, which prohibited their issue altogether. 
For small change, postage stamps, shinplasters and war tokens helped out 
the insufficient issues of fractional currency in supplying the needs of the 
people. Gold and silver were always at a premium and were never found 
in circulation. So well did the country prosper under such conditions, in 
spite of the inflation of prices caused by the use of such a money, and its 
attendant hardships, that it was with difficulty at least that specie payments 
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were resumed. It was the faith of the people in the stability of the Govern- 
ment and in the ultimate outcome of the war which enabled such a cir- 
culating medium to do its work, and which helped to carry the Government 
through the greatest peril which has ever confronted it. 


Medal To Dr. Cook 
For North Pole 
Discovery In 1 908

While the newspapers of late have given considerable publicity to the 
illness of Dr. Frederick A. Cook, the reputed discoverer of the North Pole 
in 1908, no mention has been made of the gold medal presented him on 
September 23, 1909, by The Arctic Club of America when he returned to 
New York City. Whether Cook did or did not discover the North Pole, or 
rather reached that point of the earth’s surface, will probably always remain 
an unsolved mystery. He claims he did, while others claim he never reached 
the mystic spot. One of his adherents was Captain Roald Amundson, who, 
according to an Associated Press report of January 23, 1926 stated “I am 
of the opinion that his (Cook’s) story of the discovery is just as plausible 
as Peary’s.” Be that as it may, we have no time to go into that great 
controversy. 



Numismatically we are interested in the gold medal which was presented 
to Dr. Cook. This medal was designed by Count Santa Eulalia; the dies 
were cut in Philadelphia; one gold medal was struck for presentation, and 
a number of bronze medals struck for members of The Arctic Club of 
America, according to authority. The illustration shown here is taken 
from a bronze specimen in possession of The Historical Society of Pennsyl- 
vania. On the obverse centre is a figure of Cook in Arctic dress, supposedly 
standing on the spot of the North Pole, holding the United States flag on a 
staff in his right hand and with his left hand raised. Each side of him 
are icebergs, and in the upper field in APRIL 21, 1908 and F. A. COOK 
below. On the reverse, in relief, is PRESENTED BY THE ARCTIC CLUB 
OF AMERICA and 1909. Incused is SEPT. 23, the date of presentation. 
Upon hearing of Cook’s discovery the design was made, medals were struck, 
leaving the actual date open for later punching. 

Some have claimed the medal was never actually presented, but after 
much correspondence thirteen years ago the writer had a letter from Mr. 
Rudolf Kersting of New York, then secretary of the Explorers’ Club, who 
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said: “Yes, I have had the medal in my hand. It was of finest grade — 
must have been 20-karat. It was so soft that when Dr. R. O. Stebbins (head 
of the executive committee of the Arctic Club at that time) presented it to 
Cook on the steps of the New York City Hall it fell out of his hand to the 
floor. The contact showed by an indentation on the edge. The date I have 
lost, but it was on the same day that Cook was given the freedom of New 
York City. Later I was told that Mrs. Cook had the medal made into a 
buckle for his belt. I believe it was Mr. J. B. Seteson, Jr., who had the 
bronze replicas made — as a matter of fact, the replicas looked more artistic 
than the original.” 

Mr. Kersting also wrote that a bronze medal was to have been presented 
to the King of Denmark but that the then president of the Arctic Club, 
Admiral Schley, disapproved of it, meaning the idea of sending the medal 
after Peary’s claim of discovery, for of course all the Navy men stood by 
Peary and disclaimed Cook’s right of discovery. The medal is interesting 
in appearance, though not overly artistic, and it would be well to know if 
other bronze specimens are in existence.

A SERIES: III — ^Tabora Cold Coins 


German East Africa issued a single gold coin during the course of the 
World War. In the period prior to the war there had been a silver, nickel 
and copper coinage for this colony, first issued by the German East African 
Society and later by the Government of the Colony after it had been taken 
over, much in the same way as the early East Indian coins were issued in 
the name of the East India Company. 

The German East African coinage is the only official coinage in gold for a 
German colony, as the New Guinea coins first issued in 189 4 in gold, silver 
and copper were issued by the New Guinea Company. 

The gold coins of 1916 were strictly a necessity issue. The shortage of 
money was acute, and the general in command had issued a series of paper 
bills. However, as matters grew progressively worse in financial matters, 
an emergency mint was set up in the railway workshops at Tabora. The dies 
were cut by Indian workmen who were professional goldsmiths. The gold 
was secured from native African sources. 

According to the records, 16,198 pieces were struck. The value of the* 
coin is stated on the reverse and a description is as follows: 



Obverse — A native African mountain scene, with the mountain Kilimand- 
sharo in the background. An elephant to the right, with trunk raised, in- 
dicating combat. In the exergue . 1916 . and a “T” for Tabora at the bot- 
tom. 

Reverse: Crowned German eagle in center. At top, DEUTSCH OSTAF- 
RIKA. At the bottom, between two four-leafed rosettes, 15 RUPIEN. 

The coins have a plain edge, and are rather crudely struck. 

The values of these coins are given in rupees due to the fact that the ma- 
jority of trade which German East Africa had was conducted wdth India, 
where British rupees had long been the standard. 

The German East African 15 rupie is only .750 fine. 
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All the coins are rather light yellow in color, due to the silver alloy. 

Due to the inexperience of the mint employees, the reverse die broke soon 
after a number of the gold pieces had been struck. The second die shows a 
number of differences, the main one being the scrolls at the eagle’s wings, 
which are shorter on the first die. 

In September, 1916, the British troops entered Tabora and discovered the 
gold coinage. The first coins to reach the collecting public were few in 
number and brought very high prices. Since that time larger numbers of 
them have come upon the numismatic market, depressing the price con- 
siderably. 

It is interesting to observe that the East African and the New Guinea 
coins both have as the main obverse types a typical native animal, the ele- 
phant in the African issue, and the bird of paradise on the New Guinea series. 

Since the British have been in East Africa no gold has been struck. The 
currency has been changed to shillings and now conforms with the British 
sterling system. 


Engravers Of 
S. Mint 
In Philadelphia

On November 23, 1793, Robert Scot was appointed engraver to the newly 
established United States Mint in Philadelphia, and to him goes the credit for 
making the dies for the copper cent of 1793. Robert Scot was born in Eng- 
land and was originally a watchmaker. He first is heard of in Philadelphia 
in the year 1783, perhaps through the fame received after he engraved the 
frontispiece for a Masonic sermon preached by William Smith, D. D., and 
published by Hall & Sellers. In advertisements he called himself, “Late 
Engraver to the State of Virginia,’’ and there is a record of his having been 
paid, in 178 5, sixteen pounds for engraving done for the State of Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Over his own name he engraved a “few fairly well executed line portraits,” 
perhaps the best known of which is the one of Washington. For the firm of 
Scot & Allerdice, who had the work of the Rees Encyclopedia, Philadelphia, 
1794-1803, he did a great deal of work under the firm’s name and for this 
particular publication. 

The date of his death or retirement from the Mint is obscure, but there is 
ample proof that he still held that office in 1806, because Poulson’s Adver- 
tiser, a Philadelphia publication of the era, carried the announcement, on 
April 28th, 1806, of the death of the wife of “Robert Scot, Engraver to thle 
Mint.” 

There is a portrait engraver of Edinburgh by the same name, Robert Scot, 
who is often confused with the Robert Scot of Philadelphia. 

The early days of John Reich are more or less obscure, but he first comes 
to notice for dies he engraved for some very fine medals, the first date being 
that of the Peace Medal of 1783. In 1806 he did a Tripoli medal presented 
to Commander Edward Preble, and that same year Poulson’s Advertiser 
tells of the Washington medal after the famous Stuart head, issued in Phila- 
delphia, October 9, 1806, in commemoration of the retirement of Washington 
from all public life and ofllce. The medal is described as “being struck in 
silver and bearing the following inscription: Face, a head of Washington 
as President. Inscription, “G. Washington. Pres. Unit. Sts.” Reverse, the 
ensigns of authority (civic and military) deposited, in laurels, upon the tab- 
let of the United States. Inscription, “Commis. Resigned: Presidency Re- 
linquished. 179 7.” At this same time the announcement was made that the 
dies were executed by “the celebrated artist John Reich; the likeness from 
a drawing by Stuart.” Reich also did the Franklin medal from the Houdon 
bust. 
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There seems to be no set date for his appointment to the United States 
Mint, but there is evidence that by 1806, being considered a die-sinker of* 
considerable merit, he was frequently engaged by Robert Scot of the Mint 
“to prepare dies for national coin.” He was one of the founders of the So- 
ciety of Artists, organized in Philadelphia in 1810, and on the scroll of Fel- 
lows of the Society he is listed as “die-sinker at the U. S. Mint.” 

Preserved in the Assayer’s Office of the U. S. Mint in Philadelphia is an 
engraved portrait of William Kneass, inscribed “To his friend Adam Eck- 
feldt. Chief Coiner,” who comes down to us as the man most responsible for 
the appointment of Mr. Kneass as engraver and die-sinker at the U. S. Mint 
in Philadelphia, on January 29, 1824, succeeding Robert Scot. Kneass was 
born in Lancaster, Pa., September, 1781, and his first training as an engraver 
is unknown, but he became famous in Philadelphia in 1815 and remained 
working at his profession there from then till his death on August 27, 18 40. 
Most of his work is in line, but he gained considerable attention for somei 
good aquatint views. Two different firms bore his name, Kneass & Dellaker 
(Delleker) and Young & Kneass & Co., general engravers. 

He served in the War of 1812 as Volunteer Associate of the Field Engi- 
neers, who constructed fortifications on the western front of Philadelphia. 
In commemoration of this he engraved, in 1815, a plan of this work after 
the drawing of Strickland, a famous artist of the day and one of Kneass’ 
best friends, for whom he named one of his sons. Of his six children two 
became famous, Samuel Honeyman Kneass, as architect and engineer, and 
Strickland Kneass as an engineer. He is credited with engraving many of 
the dies of the gold coinage in 1834 and 1838, the silver coinage in 1836, 
1837 and 1838. Also, his name appears on a pattern half-dollar of 1838, 
but the silver dollar of 1836 and another pattern half dollar of 1838 were 
the work of his then assistant at the Mint, Christian Gobrecht, who succeeded 
him as chief engraver on December 21, 1840. 

Christian Gobrecht was born in Hanover, York county, Pennsylvania. De- 
cember 23, 1785, the son of Rev. John Christian Gobrecht, who was born in 
Augerstein, Germany, October 11, 17 33, and came to America in 175 5. In 
1766 he was ordained to the ministry of the German Reformed Church, and 
died in Hanover, York county, November 6, 1815. The future engraver’s 
mother was Elizabeth Sands, who could claim as ancestor one James Sands, 
who settled at Plymouth, Colony of Massachusetts Bay, 164 2. 

Early in youth the boy was apprenticed to a clockmaker of Manheim, Lan- 
caster county, Pennsylvania, to learn the trade because of his versatility with 
his hands and unusual interest in machinery. At the death of his employer 
he established himself in business in Baltimore. It is thought that through 
his work on the metal faces of the watches of the period he learned engrav- 
ing and die-sinking. Although not established as an engraver, he did a most 
creditable portrait of Washington in 1810 for J. Kingston’s “New American 
Biographical Dictionary,” published in Baltimore. In 1811 he went to Phila- 
delphia and continued to supply fine portrait plates for publishers there 
while becoming established as engraver and die-sinker for medals and other 
such works. 

The first notice of his being engaged in work upon money was his employ- 
ment, in 1816, by Murray, Draper, Fairman & Co., bank note engravers, and 
by 18 26 he had furnished designs and models of dies to the U. S. Mint in 
Philadelphia. Among his better-known dies and medals should be noted: 
“The Franklin Institute medal of 1825, after a design by Thomas Sully; a 
portrait medal of Charles Willson Peaie; the seal of St. Peter’s Church, Phila- 
delphia, and award medals for the Massachusetts Society for the Promotion 
of Manufacturers, and the Massachusetts Charitable Mechanics Association.” 

It was in 18 36 that he was appointed draughtsman and die-sinker to the 
U. S. Mint in Philadelphia, and as assistant to William Kneass he designed 
and made the dies for the dollar of 1836. All of the dies made by Gobrecht 
are “justly esteemed for the artistic excellence of the work put upon them.” 
On the death of Kneass, December 21, 1840, he became Chief Engraver and 
held this office until he died in 1844. 

Gobrecht was an inventor and mechanic of great skill and ingenuity, some 
of his inventions between 1816 and 18 21 being “a reed organ, made of an 
assemblage of metallic tongues and placed in a case and operated with a bel- 
lows and keys”; also a speaking doll; and he did engraving for calico prints 
and dies for book-binders. It must be noted that to him goes the credit of 
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being the original inventor of the medal-ruling machine, “a device whereby 
medals, etc., could be engraved directly from the relief face and a plate thus 
prepared for reproduction on paper.” In 1810, while still living in Balti- 
more, Gobrecht constructed “the first ruling-machine ever made, in which 
the ruler was stationary and the platform carrying the plate was moved 
under it. Changes and variations of this were made at different times, one 
of these changes on the advice of Asa Spencer, who later disputed the Go-: 
brecht claim. In 184 2 Spencer publicly claimed the credit of inventing the 
medal-ruling machine, despite his having written a letter to the U. S. Gazette, 
in Philadelphia, on August 8, 1830, the original of which is still in existence, 
stating that ‘Tt was never my intention to deny but always to admit it, that 
Christian Gobrecht was the first to discover the mode of ruling medals, as 
exhibited by his specimen published in 1817.” It was on the 1817 machine, 
made entirely to suit Gobrecht’s own ideas, that he produced the head of! 
Alexander I of Russia, engraved from a medal. At the time this product 
gained much attention and was “a subject of eager inquiry as to how it was 
clone,” to quote Mr. Gobrecht’s own words. To refuse Spencer’s claim of 
18 42, Gobrecht made the statement, recalling the above letter, and giving the 
names of the men who had made his machines and the engravers who had 
used them, and finally proving that his own medal-ruling machine had been 
used in 18 25 by a firm of which Mr. Spencer was a member. 

The successor to Christian Gobrecht was James Barton Longacre, appoint- 
ed Chief Engraver in the U. S. Mint in 1844, a position he retained till hiSf 
death. He was born in Delaware county, Pennsylvania, August 11, 1794, the 
son of Peter Longacre, a descendant of early Swedish settlers. While still 
very young John Watson, analyst, of Philadelphia, recognized the boy’s 
talents and took him into bis family, apprenticing him in his bookstore.. 
Soon after he placed the youth in the care of George Murray, who taught him 
engraving. S. F. Bradford’s Encyclopedia of 18 20 contains his earliest 
known work, after which he soon became famous for his portraits engraved 
in the stipple manner, many of them done from life. 

With James Herring, in 1830, he conceived the idea of publishing “The 
American Portrait Gallery,” “a series of biographical sketches of statesmen, 
naval and military heroes, and professional men. These were to be illus- 
trated by portraits; and Longacre set the standard of engraving so high that 
after employing the best engravers in this country he was compelled to in- 
duce others to come from Europe especially for this purpose.” Many of 
these he engraved himself and for a number of those done by the other en- 
gravers he drew the original portraits. It is considered the best series of 
portraits of this kind in the United States at the time. 

As an artist he was equal to his engraving ability and his large portrait 
engravings are still regarded as remarkable for their likeness and they are 
noted for their beauty of execution. Although the majority of his work is 
done in the stipple manner, and he is supreme in that line, his large plate of 
Charles Carroll, engraved after the painting of Chester Harding, proves him 
excellent as a line-engraver. 

During his office at the Mint he designed and engraved the first double 
eagle, in 1849. In 1854 he designed and executed the first three-dollar piece 
and also the first gold dollar piece struck at that time. Two years before his 
death in Philadelphia, January 1, 1869, he had completed the remodeling of 
the coinage of the Republic of Chile. 

In 19 28 his work was represented in the exhibition of the hundred notable 
American engravers held in the New York Public Library. 

There is no record of Anthony C. Paquet as chief engraver at the U. S. 
Mint in Philadelphia, but in 1864 he was appointed assistant engraver there 
and is noted for the dies he engraved for medals of Buchanan, Everett, Grant 
and Johnson. He was born in Hamburg, Germany, in 1814, and came to the 
United States in 18 48, where he was employed as a die-maker from 1857 
until his appointment at the Mint. He died in 1882. 

Successor to James B. Longacre as chief engraver of the U. S. Mint, in 
1869, was William Barber, who had become his assistant in 1865. On May 
2, 1807, William Barber was born in London, and brought to this country by 
his father, John Barber, famous American engraver and historian. William 
learned to engrave on silver plate and followed this occupation for about ten 
years in Boston, Mass., until his appointment at the Mint. He died, still 
serving as chief engraver, in Philadelphia, August 31, 1879. 
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Although born in England, George Morgan is noted as an American en- 
graver. He was born in Birmingham in 1845 and received all his early art 
instruction and training as an engraver there. He won a national scholar- 
ship to the South Kensington Art School and studied there for two years, 
after which he came to America. In 1865 he was made an assistant engraver 
in the U. S. Mint in Philadelphia and stayed there a number of years. He is 
remembered for having designed and executed the once famous “Bland 
Dollar.” 

Charles E. Barber is a son who had the distinction of succeeding his father 
in the coveted and notable position as chief engraver in the U. S. Mint in 
Philadelphia. He is the third generation of famous artists and engravers 
and was said to have “been peculiarly happy in catching a likeness.” He was 
born in London in 1840 and was made assistant engraver in the Mint in 
1869 and became chief engraver in 1880 on the death of his father. The de- 
mand for medals by the War Department and other Government purposes 
was enormously increased in his active years and gave him great opportunity 
to prove his ability, and his models are considered excellent of their kind. 

His best work is found among the medals of Presidents Garfield and Ar- 
thur, the Indian Peace medal and the Great Seal of the United States. He 
died February 18, 1917.

Byzantine Coinage Chicago, m. 


(A paper presented to the New York Convention of the A. N. A.) 


The recent addition of a Byzantine solidus to my collection brought two 
questions to my mind, the answers to which, I believe, would make a good 
foundation for the study of Byzantine coinage. These two questions were: 

Why was gold used so extensively for coinage in the Byzantine Empire? 

What caused the separation of the Roman Empire into two empires, the 
Western and the Eastern or Byzantine? 

My attempt to answer these two questions follows: 

T1h‘ Extensive Use of Ciold foi* CuiTeiicy. 

An examination of the varieties of ancient gold coins offered for sale in a 
large auction and the prices realized show that the Byzantine gold coins 
must have been struck in great quantities in comparison with all except the 
later Roman. To a collector of medieval or modern coins this may not 
seem worthy of comment, but a collector of ancient coins, accustomed to 
the extensive rarity of gold, will wonder at it. Apparently something took 
place before the division of the Empire which caused the greater use of gold. 

The expansion of Roman power occurred almost entirely under the Re- 
public. This rapid expansion over five centuries, from a small state in 
central Italy, to what is now France, Spain, Greece, a large part of Asia 
Minor and a goodly strip across the North of Africa, was very profitable to 
Rome. Three specific examples will shov; this: 

In 241 B. C., at the end of the first war with Carthage, an indemnity of 
3,200 talents ($19,000,000) was imposed, to be paid in ten years. 

In 202 B. C., at the end of the second war with Carthage, 10,000 talents 
($60,000,000) was levied, to be paid in fifty years. The easy payment of 
this huge sum apparently so scared the Romans that they decided to destroy 
so formidable a rival; but this was not done until several years after the 
50-year payment period. 

In 8 4 B. C. Sulla defeated the Syrian king, Mithradates, who had been 
helped by Greek cities of Asia Minor. These cities were assessed 20,000 
talents ($120,000,000) for their help to the loser of the war. 

As an aside, the value of $6,000 for a talent is five times as high as that 
usually used by historians. Perhaps the usual $1,200 value was estimated 
when a dollar a day was considered good pay. In fact, before the end of the 
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Republic, Roman citizens were relieved of all direct taxes, due to the success- 
ful wars. No wonder Mars was worshipped by the Romans! 

Under the Empire, which inherited all the expensive machinery of govern- 
ment built up under the Republic, such as doles, games and the great army 
required to keep the territory gained, it must indeed have been difficult to 
balance the budget with few profitable wars for boosting income. What had 
the Republic left for the Empire to conquer? Added to this was the pay- 
ments to border chieftans to keep them friendly to Rome and willing to 
help defend the borders. The history of Roman coinage is very consistent 
with the foregoing. 

Under the Republic, bronze coins early became secondary to silver; silver 
was maintained in weight and purity almost from the start to the end of the 
Republic. After the adoption of the denarius, about 268 B. C., only one 
reduction, in 217 B. C., of one-eighth was made before the period of civil 
wars just before the end of the Republic in 27 B. C. Gold was seldom 
struck during this period. 

Under the Empire, an entirely different story is found. Almost from 
the first, silver was debased and in the third century A. D. it had become 
silver-plated bronze. As the silver was debased, gold was used more fre- 
quently. 

The value of debased silver, or the converse, the price level, could perhaps 
be controlled to some extent within the Empire; at least laws were passed 
to attempt this. In foreign trade, coins circulated only by their intrinsic 
value. It would not be desirable to issue two kinds of silver, one for home 
and one for foreign trade, thus calling attention to the poorness of legal 
tender. Gold offered a way out, without too much loss of face, for providing 
good currency for use where money had to be good to be accepted. Perhaps 
the payments to local chiefs had to be in gold. The supply of gold may 
have been partly obtained from temple treasures released by the spread of 
Christianity; conscriptions of gold, to be paid for in debased silver, also 
may have been made. 

The following table of some denarii in my collection illustrates the fall 
of the denarius:

The Division of the Koinan Empire. 

In 395 A. D. the Emperor Theodosius I died and the Empire was divided 
between his two sons, Honorius taking the Western portion, and Arcadius 
the Eastern part. The Western Empire survived for only a century, falling 
to Teutonic invaders in 47 6; the Eastern or Byzantine Empire lived on into 
the Middle Ages until its capital, Constantinople, fell to the Turks in 1453. 

Although the division is usually referred to by histories as final in 39 5, 
it is doubtful if it was so considered at the time. Numismatic evidence of 
this is found on a solidus of Theodosius II, the second Byzantine emperor, 
where the reverse inscription, CONCORDIA AVGG, “harmony of the augusti 
(or emperors)” implies that the division of the Empire was not assumed, 
but merely a continuation of the system of joint emperors instituted by 
Diocletian in 28 4 A. D. Also, if Theodosius was considered as the first em- 
peror of his name of a new empire, why should he be known as the “second” 
and not the “first?” 

The facts which seems to explain this division, which actually was per- 
manent, may be briefiy stated. 
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Roman conquests, outside of Italy, were first directed to the West, in 
both Europe and Africa, and extended over the period 264-146 B. C. The 
conquered people in Europe were lower in civilization than the Romans; 
the Romans consequently had much to offer them and they became Roman- 
ized to a high degree. The use of languages derived from Latin in France 
and Spain indicates how thorough this Romanizing was done. In Africa, the 
Carthaginians were highly civilized but this civilization was largely wiped 
out by Rome in the second century B. C. by the destruction of Carthage. 
In both Europe and Africa Roman culture thus became supreme. 

In the East, however, entirely different conditions were found. These 
conquests were made a little later, 201-14 6 B. C. and the conquered people 
were either Greek or people in which a high degree of Greek culture had 
been iniplanted, largely the result of the conquests of Alexander the Great 
and the lordships of his generals who inherited his empire. Rome had 
little to otter them which they found desirable; in fact she took much from 
them in a material way as noted in the preceeding section and learned from 
them in civilization. Under such conditions not much Romanizing was 
accomplished. 

Early in the third century A. D. the Persians, under the Sassanid kings, 
had become strong enough to threaten the Roman territory in Asia. This 
caused the Emperor to spend much time in the East. Diocletian, as already 
mentioned, in 284 A. D., in an attempt to provide better government for 
the Empire under these conditions, appointed an emperor to rule jointly 
with them but to reside in the West. This seems to us an extremely foolish 
idea which could not help but accentuate the cleavage between the Latin- 
speaking Romanized West and the Greek-speaking Hellenized East and 
offered many opportunities for ambitious Emperors to try to become sole 
Emperor, In fact, single Emperors and joint Emperors are found after 
Dio^etian and before the final division. 

Considering the differences in culture, in language and the wretched eco- 
nomic conditions, discussed in the previous section, which developed under 
the Empire, it does not seem surprising that a permanent separation took 
place. 

Uoiicliisioii. 

The survival of the Roman tradition in coinage in the Byzantine Empire 
furnished models for much of the medieval coinage of Europe, and through 
this link, modern coinage is, in a way, a direct descendant of the Roman. 
This makes the Byzantine coinage of interest to collectors of both ancient 
and medieval coins. 


Riding 
A Hobby

The subject assigned to me is “Riding A Hobby.” So far as we know, 
in the history of the world there has never been a human race, never been 
a nation that has lived at the speed and with the intensity with which we 
of today live. The slogan of today is “How Far Can I Go? What Speed 
Can I Attain?” We lose everything in life because of this speed. The 
mechanical engineer will tell you that the modern high-speed motor must 
be carefully constructed and taken care of and the fiywheel must be per- 
fectly balanced, otherwise it will fly apart and tear asunder the engine. 
The physicians tell us that what we know as the human body is a very 
finely balanced, intricate piece of mechanism, and today we treat our bodies 
somewhat carelessly. Yes, a little pain and we look up our doctor. We feed 
our bodies the delicacies of the day. We rest our bodies about one-third 
of our little span of life. We go so far that we resemble the American 
Indians in that we we paint our faces and our finger nails. Yes, we must 
think of our bodies. 
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But ihe engineer, the power, the brains, the thinkability of man — they 
manage our destines. Men drop in their tracks and die with their boots on, 
not from physical exertion, but from the lack of time. The business man 
is too busy. The doctor has too many to look after, and the attorney has 
too much to attend to, yet when one becomes sick, he goes to a doctor. 
Most doctors work harder than their patients, but still ride a hobby. Ride 
a hobby is my prescription. 

Suppose we were to enter an average American audience and ask a number 
of the people, “How many of you ride a hobby?” Then it would be to ask, 
“What is your hobby?” and I am of the opinion that some of the following 
answers would be given: Golf, baseball, football, handball. These are not 
hobbies, but actually sports. Other answers might be: “Music is my hobby. 
I play a trumpet; I sing; I draw; I paint in oil, but these are not hobbies. 
They belong to the allied arts. “Astronomy is my hobby, or perhaps radio.” 
But are these hobbies? They belong to the sciences. To me, a hobby means 
to collect specimens of something, and study the same. That is the only 
meaning of riding a hobby in my dictionary. 

In a cerlain Middle Western town a preacher came to give a talk to an 
audience. One man was riding a broomstick and the preacher asked him 
if that was his hobby. “No, he said, this is not a hobby, because I can 
get off this.” It is true that you cannot ride a hobby at will. It rides you. 
In fact, I would go one step farther. You must be a born hobbyist. If it 
isn’t in your blood, you will never be a hobbyist. Boys and girls start 
collecting things when they are small, but they soon give it up. This is 
not having a hobby. It must be born in you. Joseph Hoffman was born 
without a perfect ear for music, but developed it not as a hobby but as an 
art, and is today one of the world’s greatest pianists. 

You say “Why can’t I play golf or go fishing?” But I speak from ex- 
perience. I must rest up when I return from my vacation. Of course, it 
is a change from your profession. It is a change from your business. This 
does not furnish mental relaxation like riding a hobby does. If you are a 
lawyer you will want to get into discussions wherever you go. If you are 
a business man you will wonder how the business is running while you 
are gone; but if you ride a hobby, you will live apart from what you do. 

You may have five degrees, but riding a hobby will give you a sixth. If 
you have no degree, you will acquire one by riding a hobby. We have 
never found a brain where more than two-thirds of the cells were ever used, 
and the average is less than one-third. Only the Lord kpows how we use 
some of those. You say that my brain is so occupied that I haven’t room 
for a hobby. For every language that you add to your list, the better will 
be your mentality. Have you ever studied Latin or Greek? If you have 
a 400-word vocabulary, a dead language would give you a thousand words. 

Riding a hobby does not pertain only to myself. Can you imagine what 
this world of ours in teaching and modern civilization would be if we had 
no hobbies? We save the books for the library and the arts. Every coin 
that was ever saved was due to the fact that we had collectors. Most of 
us have no conception of the value of what the collector has done for man- 
kind. It isn’t a selfish matter. We get some pleasure but materially little 
profit. The world looks upon a collector as though he had some kind of 
sickness. My boyhood sicknesses were as natural as could be. I couldn’t 
help them, but we can do something about this. Many say “I am too busy. 
What good are a couple of old coins? You say a certain penny is worth $50, 
but what good is it?” You can sit and while away the hours at home look- 
ing at your collection. It matters not what you collect — what hobbies you 
ride. It is the best investment of your life. If you can add five years to 
the human span of life with the help of your doctor, who is helped by 
nature itself, you can gain back your health, because the doctor tells you 
how to live. Then a hobby will give you five years more of life. When 
people begin to change in years they can’t play golf. Baseball is out of 
their line. Nothing interests them — nothing to occupy their minds. “Lord, 
I must have something to do!” They have done that for 50, 60, 70, or 80 
years. 

I know a man who is 88 years old and rides a hobby like a soldier. When 
these gray years come and you want companionship to live over and over 
again the days of old for enjoyment, there is more in a hobby than in any- 
thing else I know. Now I say there are many hobbies to ride, perhaps fifty.

I have something like fifteen collections, 
but why do I particularly favor the coin collection? Of all the things that 
men have made there is nothing on earth that so marks the footprints on 
the sands of time as money. A postage stamp of a hundred years means 
nothing in time. Stones tell of eruptions a million years ago, but it doesn’t 
tell anyhing about sociology. Coins tell me of the associations of mankind, 
of loss and of gain, how the people have lived. This piece of coin bought 
a supply of food; it fed a hungry man. Here you have the history of the 
world before you. I know of nothing more entertaining, more fascinating, 
more informative, than the collecting of coins. 

So we are making for the hope of a wonderful club. I hope you may live 
and go on and on under the auspices of this club until your children’s 
ohiiaren fill this room. 


BOOK REVIKAV. 

A Bibliography on Far Kastrni Niiinisiiiatics and an Union Index of the ('ur- 

reney, nianns and Ainulets of the Far East. By Arthur Braddan Coole. 

Peking, California College in China, College of Chinese Studies, 1940. 

421 pp. 

This work has been made available for review in The Numismatist through 
the courtesy of Charles P. Knoth, who has received a copy from the author. 
We believe the book is not yet regularly on the market, but hope that it will 
be, for it certainly should be in all large libraries that have special collections 
of Chinese material. The text is in English, but all titles and names are 
accompanied by the Chinese characters. The work is based chiefly on the 
material to be found in libraries in Peking, although many Western cata- 
logues have been consulted. Brief descriptions are given of several hundred 
books on coins, written in Chinese. And wherever possible we are given brief 
biographical sketches of the writers on Chinese coins, both Chinese and West- 
ern. Some of this material is very curious, and to most Western readers it 
must be a revelation of how much work has been done, for centuries past, 
by the Chinese themselves, on old coins Occasionally the material is charm- 
ing and quaint — the Chinese scholar, whose “den” was called the “Studio of 
10,000 Seals” being an instance. To the curious, a brief sketch of Terrien 
de Lacouperie, the struggling French scholar who did the British Museum 
Catalogue of Chinese Coins, will be revealing. Mr. Coole, in pointing out 
the weakness of this work, shows so mild a spirit, and reveals such appre- 
ciation of pioneer work, that one feels that he deserves also a review only in 
the most friendly spirit. Mr. Coole has really collected an immense amount 
of information, in a field of which the West knows almost nothing, and has 
done it with an enthusiasm which is contagious, and he deserves the thanks 
of scholars and numismatists as well as of librarians. But it would be un- 
fair not to add that to a person unacquainted with Chinese, like the reviewer, 
the book is occasionally baffling. For example, under M40 Mr. Coole lists 
an article on the coinage of the Tai Ping rebellion. But I did not find this 
indexed under any of the inscriptions beginning Tai Ping, nor yet under the 
regnal name Tien Wang. This may seem an absurd objection to the special- 
ist, but one rather expects “Tai Ping rebels” to appear in the index. The 
Index to “Struck” coins gives four lists of copper, silver, gold and nickel 
pieces, not otherwise subdivided, and alphabetized by the Chinese words! 
A protest against the inclusion of bread tokens in an article on “The Coins 
of Shanghai” is a curiously unscientific bit of prejudice on the part of the 
scholar who is interested in amulets. Nevertheless, the book contains a 
wealth of most unusual material, and will surely win the gratitude of special 
students of things Chinese. T. O. MABBOTT.

G. Wilson on numismatic stamps, and exhibits by Robert Pokorny, our secre- 
tary, of his numismatic stamps and coins and stamps having the same de- 
signs and the frame of numismatic stamps of the California Philatelic So- 
ciety. 

Activity for the summer will be greater than usual, for we have two coin 
exhibits on Treasure Island, which opened May 25th, and is scheduled to 
close on September 29th. One display is under the jurisdiction of the Cali- 
fornia Commission to the Golden Gate International Exposition and is in 
the California Recreation Building.

Before the Fair is over we hope to have practically all 
our coins prepared for exhibition with suitable labels for each. 

The people in general are greatly interested in coins, and many have old 
coins with them. Transportation tokens have a good representation and 
get a great deal of attention from all who see the exhibit. All numismatists 
who visit the San Francisco Fair this year are invited to visit our exhibits 
in the California Recreation Building and Coin City in Vacationland.

IS THIS NUMISMATK S? 

During the past few months there have appeared in these pages not a few 
comments from readers indicating that considerable eyesight and much 
valuable time had been spent in ferreting out some minute die-break or 
irregularity in our standard coinage. Not a few have pointed out varieties 
in the size of the mintmark as well as the position of the mintmark. 

We do not wish to belittle the genuine effort which has gone into these 
findings, but we would like to indicate at least that with the same patience 
and care other more commendable achievements might be attained. 

The series of United States coins, tokens, notes and medals has so much 
to offer the collector who has the time to study their significance, their 
historical setting, their economic background and their numismatic sequence, 
that it seems unfortunate that time should be spent attempting to discover 
discrepancies in regularity, when the time of the U. S. Mint and the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing is spent in creating greater uniformity and the 
least possibly deviation from the standard. 

Numismatics should be a hobby of beneficial study. The collectors who 
see our coinage only in terms of die-breaks and counted rays should extend 
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their focus to include the whole coin. Let them see the history of the 
dollar, the dollar sign, the use of eagles as a numismatic emblem through 
the centuries, etc. Let them study the relation of a silver dollar, a paper 
dollar and a gold dollar to one another at time of issue and today. Their 
findings on such matters would be of permanent numismatic value if con- 
ducted with the seriousness that they now pursue the elusive detail. 

There must be a final word, however, in order to explain our position. 
We do not wish to appear ungrateful to those who have done so much in 
cataloguing the minor varieties of the American series, such great numis- 
matists as Browning, Valentine, Haseltine, Crosby, Doughty, to mention but 
a few; but at the time that our first United States coins were struck there 
were no master dies made; there were only master hubs. The dies did not 
last very long, and frequent changes were made, and no two were exactly 
alike. Today our methods of coinage have improved vastly. Master dies 
are prepared with great precision, and the variation is practically negligible 
when compared with the varieties of our early coinage, made under entirely 
different circumstances which warranted the thorough study at a later date 
which has been given to them. 


MORITZ WORMSER. 

The tragic loss of Moritz Wormser from the numismatic ranks with almost 
unbelievable suddenness will have repercussions whenever numismatics is 
discussed and numismatists gather, for his influence was more extensive 
than is generally realized. 

Men of the caliber of Moritz Wormser are seldom willing or able to give 
as much as he gave to the American Numismatic Association and to the gen- 
eral good of the numismatists of America. A combination of characteristics 
rarely found together formed the mainsprings: Charming personality with 
good will to all; scientific numismatic student without prejudice for any 
numismatic series; personal contact with collectors and dealers throughout 
American and Europe continued by correspondence. 

Moritz Wormser was a collector of the old school. To him numismatics 
was more than merely acquiring coins. It was knowing intimately the his- 
tory of each specimen, it meant chatting sociably with the seller, and making 
a life-long contact. 

His knowledge of languages, coupled with his travels, made it possible for 
him to give intimate details of numismatic specimens unavailable to others. 
His special knowledge was always at the disposal of friends and associates 
and willingly given. 

The loss of Moritz Wormser’s advice and counsel at annual Conventions 
cannot be measured. His ability to see the Association’s best interests at 
all times was extraordinary. His logic and presentations were always con- 
vincing and usually followed. He had only the Association’s interest at 
heart. 

The Association grieves at the loss of one of its best friends. It will always 
revere his memory. The numismatic life which he followed for nearly half 
a century should prove an incentive to others. We hope that somewhere in 
the ranks of the Association there is another character that will come to the 
fore and lead the way, giving all and asking nothing in return, so that numis- 
matics and the Association may continue to progress further along the paths 
made easier for so many years by Moritz Wormser. 


MR. MKHL SECURES THE DUNHAM COLl/E( TION. 

Writing from Chicago on June 15, B. Max Mehl, of Fort Worth, says: 

“I am hapy to advise you that I have just secured the great and famous 
Dunham collection. This collection, as you probably know, contains the only 
pedigreed 18 22 half eagle outside of the United States Mint collection, the 
famous Dexter 1804 dollar, a choice 1802 half dime, complete brilliant proof 
gold set of 1875, in addition to every date of U. S. gold and silver coin issued 
at the Philadelphia Mint. It is my intention to issue a catalogue of this 
collection. 
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THE CURRENCY SITUATION IN SHANGHAI. 

The Chase National Bank Collection of Moneys of the World, New York 
City, has just received specimens of several different types of currency now 
in circulation in Shanghai, China. A few months ago, when there was a 
shortage of notes and coins, the public started using postage stamps. Also, 
tokens were issued by several companies and of special interest are the 2-cent 
and 3-cent pieces of the China General Omnibus Company. A recent com- 
munication contained the following information as to the use of this emerg- 
ency currency: 

“Due to the shortage of 1 and 5 cent notes, the public first started using 
postage stamps in their place. In actual practice the postage stamps were 
given as change for amounts less than 10 cents, but not generally accepted in 
payment for merchandise or service rendered. The copper coins naturally 
went out of circulation when the actual value of copper contents of the coins 
became greater than the monetary value. The China General Omnibus Com- 
pany first started issuing slips of paper on which were printed 1, 2 and 5 



cents, but as these very quickly became soiled and worn, they started issuing 
the enclosed metal tokens. The smaller tokens are valued at 2 cents, al- 
though it is not stated. The initials on the token, J. D. S., are the initials 
of John D. Shotter, the general manager of the company; the larger tokens 
state their value as 3 cents and do not contain the initials of Mr. Shotter. 
Most of the larger stores in Shanghai, both Chinese and foreign, issue their 
own coupons for amounts less than 10 cents, and when buying an article in 
a small Chinese shop one is apt to get as change postage stamps, bus com- 
pany’s tokens, I. O. U.’s of other stores, etc., as a rule never totaling more 
than 10 cents.” 

To alleviate this condition the Central Government of China, Chungking, 
has issued small-denomination notes and placed in circulation new 1-cent 
and 5-cent coins made of aluminum. These coins were minted in Shanghai 
by the American Engineering Corporation under authority of the Govern- 
ment. On the obverse is shown the date and value of the coin, while the 
reverse has a likeness of an ancient spade coin, similar to that which ap- 
peared on Government copper and nickel coins of 1936. 


NEW ZEALAND HAS NEW PAPER MONEY. 

The Reserve Bank of New Zealand has issued a new one-pound note which 
should interest American collectors, since a portrait of Captain James Cook 
appears at the left. At the right is a watermarked head of a Maori chief. 
The center of the note carries the seal, and the reverse shows a ship at sea. 
The note is printed chiefiy in purple, the predominant color of previous is- 
sues. The new notes are almost an inch shorter in length than the old notes. 
They were engraved by Thomas De La Rue & Co., of London. 


ALUMINUM (X)INS FOR JAPAN. 

Japan is to have an issue of 5 and 10 sen aluminum coins in the very near 
future, as permission for this coinage was recently given by the Imperial 
Diet. The new aluminum coins will weigh half as much as the present nickel 
coins. The coins will be milled in similarity to the present 50-sen coins. 
The 10-sen coins will be issued shortly, but the 5-sen pieces will not appear 
until next fall. 
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DOMINICAN REPUBLIC ISSUES NEW DOLLAR. 

A specimen of the new Dominican Republic dollar or peso has just been 
received. The coins were struck at the Royal Mint of Canada, at Ottawa, 
and were designed by Hugh Paget. 

The obverse shows the head to left of a Dominican Indian girl, with feath- 
er headdress and large earring. Around the border is the value, UN PESO 
***** and the weight, 26.7 GRAMOS. Below the bust appears the date, 
* 1939 * On the headress is the word LIBERTAD. 

The reverse shows the coat-of-arms of the Republic with wreaths of palm 
and laurel at either side. At the top is a scroll with the incused words:' 
DIOS PATRIA LIBERTAD (God, Country and Liberty). On the lower scroll 
is incused REPUBLICA DOMINICANA. 

The weight of these coins as stated in grams is exactly the same as the 



United States silver dollar. It is interesting to note on these coins the dis- 
crepancy between the weight of two half pesos and one peso. In 1937 the 
Dominican Republic struck its first coinage of the twentieth century. This 
coinage of the bronze centavo, nickel 5 centavos, silver 10, 25 and 50 centr 
avos were all struck at Ottawa. The silver half peso shows the weight 12^ 
GRAMOS in its inscription. The peso, as noted above is not 25 gramos, but 
26.7 gramos, showing that the two halves do not equal one whole. 

The Dominican Republic freed itself in 1844 from Haitian domination, 
and a secret patriotic society had been quite active in making all the neces^ 
sary arrangements prior to the revolution. The password of the society, 
known as “La Trinitaria,” was the motto now appearing on the nation’s 
arms: Dios, Patria, Libertad. (Specimen for illustration from New Nether- 
lands Coin Company, New York City.) 


COIN AND STAMP AUCTITON FOR THE RED CROSS. 

Topeka (Kan.) coin and stamp collectors will sponsor an auction of coins 
and stamps July 13 for the benefit of the Shawnee county Red Cross emerge 
ency war relief fund. It is believed that this is the first such auction to be 
held in the United States for the fund. Expenses of the auction will be do- 
nated so that all proceeds will go to the Red Cross. Those wishing to do- 
nate coins or stamps should send their contributions to either Charles Clarke, 
731 Western, or John L. Dooley, 213 East Eleventh, Topeka. Clarke is chair- 
man of the committee making arrangements for the auction. 


FEW COUNTRIES STRU( K (RILD IN 

There are very few countries which coined gold in 1939. Switzerland 
issued a 10 0-franc coin for the Lucerne shooting match. Rumania issued 
a set of 100 and 20 lei with a portrait of Carol II. A Rumanian series of a 
commemorative nature for the centennial of the birth of King Carol I had 
been anticipated last year, but the coins have not been seen to date. It is 
not known yet whether the plans for the coinage were changed because of 
the war. 
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POPE PIUS XII (X)INS IN POUR METALS. 

The series of Vatican City issues has been supplemented by his Holiness 
Pope Pius XII. An issue, dated 1939, consists of the 100-lire gold (of the 
reduced size, but the same as the Pope Pius XI 100-lire of 1936), the 10-lire 
and 6-lire in silver; the nickel 2, 1 lire, 50 and 20 centesimi, and copper 10 
and 5 centesimi. 

The portrait of his Holiness faces left on the two silver coins, but faces 
right on the gold. The inscription on the obverse of the silver coins reads*. 
PIUS XII PONTIFEX MAXIMUS ANNO I. Due to the smaller circumfer- 
ence of the gold piece, the word ANNO has been abbreviated to AN. I. Be- 
low the bust appears the artist’s name, Mistruzzi. 

The edge of the gold piece is reeded, but the silver coins bear an edge in- 
scription reading IVSTITIAE . PAX . OPUS . 

The entire series of Vatican coins of 193 9 have the same reverses which 
the original series of 1929 had, which were issued upon the signing of the 
Lateran Accord. 

The obverses of the copper and nickel coins vary slightly from the pre- 
vious issues, due to changes in the size of the keys, the tiara, or the tassels. 
The shield is that of the Pacelli family. There is also a difference in the size 
.of the inscriptions. 


NEW ALUMINUM COINS FOR CHINA. 

The Central Government of China, Chungking, placed in circulation last 
month new 1-cent and 5-cent coins. These coins were minted in Shanghai 
by the American Engineering Corporation under authority of the Govern- 



ment. They are made of aluminum. On the obverse is shown the date and 
value of the coin, while the reverse has a likeness of an ancient spade coin, 
similar to that which appeared on Government copper and nickel coins of 
1936. (Specimens for illustration from Chase National Bank, New York 
City.)

CUBA TO HAVE GOLD BACKING FOR SILVER NOTES. 

The Cuban Government has stated that it will sell U. S. currency and de- 
vote part of the proceeds from the sale to the purchase of gold bars, which 
will reinforce the coverage of the silver certificates now in circulation. 
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ALBANIA HAS AOMONITAL COINAGE. 

The Italian Empire has just released an issue of Albanian coins of 4 de- 
nominations, complementing the series of silver 5 and 10 lek previously noted 
in these pages. The new denominations are 2 lek in acmonital, lek 0.20 in 
acmonital, and lek 0.10 and 0.0 5 in bronze. The comparative values of the 
lek and its subdivisions, as well as its relation to the lira, are as follows: 
1 lek equals 1 lira : 1 lek equals 40 qindar. From the above it will be 
seen that the acmonital lek 0.20 is the same as the 8 qindar, and also the 
same as the Italian 20 centesimi. 

The entire series is of a new design. The two acmonital coins show the 
head of the King-Emperor in a large war helmet, of the type used in the 
tropical climates. It is as unbecoming to the 70-year-old ruler as the helmet 
in which he selected to appear on the 20-lire silver commemorative issue of 
19 28 

The obverse of the 2 lek reads: VITT. EM. Ill RE E IMP MBRET E PER, 
which inscription entirely surrounds the bust, facing left. The acmonital 
0.20 lek bears the same inscription, but the bust faces right, and the in- 
scription is broken by the bust. At the base appears the artist’s name, G. 
ROMAGNOLI, a designer of many previous Italian coinages. 

The reverse of the two acmonital pieces is very similar to the silver coins. 
In the center is a double-headed eagle, with a fasces at either side. Above 
the eagle, SHQIPNI (Albania). Below the fasces, 1939 and XVIII, LEK 
0.20, and on the last line appears: ALBANIA, and directly below, the mint 
mark R for Rome. (On the 2 lek, the signature of Romagnoli appears on 
the reverse.) The edge of the two coins is reeded. 

The bronze pieces of the 0.10 and 0.05 lek values may be described as 
follows: Both have the same obverse design, showing the King-Emperor to 
left, bareheaded. VITT. EM. III. RE. E. IMP. MBRET E PER. The artist’s 
name, G. Romagnoli, appears at the border. The reverse shows a branch of 
olive dividing the inscriptions, SHQIPNI 1940 XVIII LEK 0.10 ALBANIA. 
The edge is plain. The 0.05 lek or 2 qindar, is similar in every respect to 
the 0.10 lek or 4 qindar value, except that the reverse shows an oak branch. 


VATICAN CTTY ISSUES MEDAL IN BRONZE AND SILVER. 

A very fine portrait medal of his Holiness Pope Pius XII, 44mm. in diam- 
eter, is the work of the well-known Italian medallist, Mistruzzi. The ob- 
verse shows his Holiness to the left, with the inscription: PI VS. XII. PON- 
TIFEX. MAXIMVS. A. I. Below the bust, in the exergue, the artist’s name 
appears in large letters. The reverse shows the arms of the Pacelli family. 
Above are the crossed keys, and the triple tiara. The inscription reads: 
CHRISTIANO POPULO RECTOR ET PAT— ER DATVS VI NON MARTA 
MCMXXXIX. (To the Christian People a Ruler and Father Was Given on 
the Afternoon of March 6th, 19 39.”) The medal has been struck in proof 
condition. 


RUSSIA’S DOTOLE (T RRENCY SYSTEM. 

The U. S. S. R. is notable in that it issues currency on two standards. 
There are notes of the ruble value in the following denominations: 1, 3 and 
5 rubles, issued by the Treasury Department. There are notes of the cher- 
vonetz values, as follows: 1, 3, 5, 10, 25 and 50. These notes are issued by 
the State Bank. Ten rubles are equal to one chervonetz. The most recent 
issues of Russian rubles show soldiers and pilots on the obverse. A recent 
issue of the 3-chervonetz note, printed in crimson, has a portrait of Lenin 
at the right end. 


SPANISH BANK NOTES. 

Future currency of the Bank of Spain will be issued by the National Mint 
and Stamp Factory, according to news recently received. Previous Bank of 
Spain issues had been printed and engraved by English, Italian and American 
banknote firms.

AN INDEX FOR IDENTIFICATION OF LINCOEN MEDAI.S. 

For ease of identification of the Lincoln medals in my collection and of 
others that come to my attention I ha\e devised an alphabetical card index 
of all inscriptions and descriptive information appearing on each medal. 

Each separate inscription or bit of descriptive information is Avritten on a 
card. Below it is listed the number of the medal on which it appeared, the 
number being from the lists of Mr. Robert P. King which appeared in former 
Issues of The Numismatist. If more than one medal has the same inscrip- 
tion or design, then the numbers of all of the medals are listed on the same 
card. Since inscriptions and designs are listed separately there may be 
more than one card for the same medal. To distinguish inscriptions from 
descriptive information the former are enclosed in quotation marks. De- 
signers and engravers are similarly listed with the numbers of all medals 
that each made. 

With this index it is a very simple matter to identify an^y medal from any 
single inscription or design on it.

AN UNUSUAL ROMAN MISTRIKE. 

Some time ago I was lucky enough to acquire a curious mistrike, record 
of which may be given here. I do not find any mention of this particular 
error, although it might, of course, have been overlooked by me. The piece 
is a sestertius of Philippus pater, 244-249 A. D., and it was struck in com- 
memoration of the millennium celebration at Rome in 248. 

The obverse has the laureate, draped bust to right and IMP M IVL PHIL- 
IPPVS AVG as usual. The reverse shows an elephant to left with a rider and 
reads AETERNITAS AVGG. In the exergue, however, there is, instead of 
S C for Senatus Consulto, C S, inverted. The coin is a product of the regular 
mint, and although in very fine preservation has been in circulation. 

An explanation on any other basis than that of a pure die-cutting error 
is hard to defend. HANS HOLZER.

Two very comprehensive full- 
page tables will be found on the last pages of the book which will tell you 
the year, month and page in which the articles appear. For instance, if 
you want to locate the article on “Coinage in Algeria,” locate “Africa” in 
the alphabetical arrangement, and you find it indexed as 38, 455. By refer- 
ring to the table just mentioned you see that Volume 3 8 is 19 25, and that 
page 455 was in the September issue. It’s all as simple as that.

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SILVER CERTIFICATE OF tSOii HAS UNUSUAL BACKGROUND. 

The $2 silver certificate of the 189 6 series, depicting “Science Presenting 
Steam and Electricity to Commerce and Manufacture,” was designed by the 
well-known artist Edwin H. Blashfield. It was, of course, optional with 
him to select whatever model he chose suitable for the figures to be illus- 
trated on the certificate. 

At that time a young girl about 13 years old had already spent quite a 
few^ years on the legitimate stage. She had starred in “Editha’s Burglar,” 
and when the $2 note was being designed she was appearing as Eunice in 
the play “Quo Vadis,” being presented at the New York Academy of Music. 
Because of her winsome beauty she had previously been selected to pose 
for many prominent mural decorations. St. Gaudens, designer of the eagle 
and double eagle, had enlisted her services. She posed for the full figure 
of Music, in the Library of Congress. 

Her name was Miss Roso Marston, and the photographer Sarony made 
many pictures of her, because of her beauty, and always used her when a 
representation of Cupid was required. 

There are five figures on the $2 bill designed by Mr. Blashfield. Miss 
Marston posed for three of them. She was selected on a competitive basis 
from a score of eligible models. On the bill she typifies the symbolic inter- 
pretation of “Science,” “Steam” and “Electricity,” although “Steam and 
Electricity” are represented by figures of boys. On the note, the figure at 
the left is entirely that of Miss Marston, while on the right, only her arms 
were used in the composite figure. The kneeling figure at the extreme right 
is also that of Miss Marston. 

The series issued in 189 6 is noted for its unusual beauty.

Deaths 

MORITZ WORMSER (1878-1940). 

Although Moritz Wormser passed away on Wednesday, May 22, 19 40, his 
memory will long continue upon the numismatic horizon. 

His devotion to the cause of numismatics was expressed through long 
years unselfishly given to the American Numismatic Association. He joined 
the Association early in 1912, and five years later, at the Rochester Conven- 
tion, was elected to the Board of Governors. Two years later, in 1919, he 
was elected Chairman of the Board of Governors (then a separate office), 
and in 19 21 at the Boston Convention was elected President of the Ameri- 
can Numismatic Association. He held this office for five years, and they 
were years distinguished by the growth of The Association. After this term 
of office he stepped aside to let others share. He was, however, prevailed 
upon to run for the Board of Governors, and continued in that capacity, re- 
elected annually, until he refused renomination in 1936. 

A permanent monument to his memory is the splendid working arrange- 
ment made between the Association and the Smithsonian National Museum 
for the loan exhibit of coins belonging to the Association which are on public 
exhibition. At the time of his untimely passing he was on the Association’s 
“Coin Purchasing Committee,” which was devoted solely to obtaining new 
issues at cost for the Association’s exhibit. 

For a great many years he directed at his own expense the publicity cam- 
paign, and actually sponsored hundreds upon hundreds of new members into 
the Association. The Advertising Committee was also handled through his 
office for many years, and was only relinquished when the press of other 
matters forced him to do so in 193 6. 

As a collector he was known from coast to coast, as well as in many Euro- 
pean countries. Everyone who came in contact with him like his genial 
nature and sociability. 

His work #11 Transylvanian coins, published in 1915 by the American 
Numismatic Society in their Journal, is one of the few comprehensive arti- 
cles in this series in English. 
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As a collector Moritz Wormser had many specialties. He had brought 
together an outstanding group of Transylvanian gold and silver coins, in- 
cluding many of the great rarities. He had a collection of multiple Euro- 
pean silver thaler-size coins, which rivaled many collections. Other special- 
ties were mining coins, women’s portraits and Oriental rarities. His keen 
knowledge of numismatics enabled him to know at a glance whether he had 
a coin or not. His catalogue for many years was in his head. He never 
collected by date, but was always alert to new portraits and types. He was 
among the first collectors in this country to specialize in foreign gold coins. 
His collection embraced coins of all periods and sizes in this metal. 

Moritz Wormser was born in Heidelberg, Germany, on August 26th, 1878, 
the son of a naturalized Californian. His early years were spent in Wies- 
baden, Germany, where he attended school. His first interest in coin col- 
lecting dates back to this period, as he often said that his father had started

him about 1890. In 18 9 6, his parents having died, he was brought to this 
country to live with an uncle. He attended Columbia University, receiving 
a degree in 1899, and from Colorado College in 1900. He returned to Co- 
lumbia University and received his civil engineering degree in 1903. He 
was engaged in contracting until 1911, when he turned his attention to the 
commercial financing business, which was continued until 1935. In 1936, 
following a trip abroad, he founded the New Netherlands Coin Company, 
with which he was identified at the time of his passing. 

At approximately the same time that he joined the Association he became 
a member of the American Numismatic Society and of the New York Numis- 
matic Club. Several months after joining the New York Numismatic Club 
he became its secretary-treasurer, and served in that capacity until 1917, 
when he was elected to office in the Association. 
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He was elected a Fellow of the American Numismatic Society, and had 
served on the Council of that body since 1930. 

As a Convention-goer he was well known and very popular, and had at- 
tended most conventions since 1917. He had traveled to California, and 
was an honorary member of the Pacific Coast Numismatic Society, and the 
California Coin Club. He was the only honorary member of the Chicago 
Coin Club and of fhe Brooklyn Coin Club. He held life memberships in the 
American Numismatic Association and the New York Numismatic Club. His 
regular memberships included the Boston Numismatic Society, Bronx Coin 
Club, Rochester Numismatic Association and a great many foreign numis- 
matic societies. 

In 1924, while on a trip to Europe and South America, his many friends 
of the American Numismatic Association struck a medal in gold for him, 
testifying to their appreciation of the many splendid improvements he had 
made for the Association while President. The medal was designed by J. M. 
Swanson, and showed the bust facing. The reverse bore the name and seal 
of the Association. Several years later the New York Numismatic Club 
struck a medal with his profile on it, also by Mr. Swanson, with the reverse 
showing the seal of the club, in its regular series of Presidential club medals. 

Throughout his life Moritz Wormser loved numismatics. He also loved 
numismatists, and attended club meetings whenever possible, in order to be 
able to get together with his friends. His circle was very wide, and thosel 
who came in to see him always were placed at their ease. He never hesitated 
to impart his numismatic knowledge to his friends, and he was an authority 
on most European series. 

Knowing Moritz Wormser was a privilege which many members of the 
Association will long treasure. His fair dealings with all, his -level judge- 
ment when opinions clashed, and his knowledge of numismatics were an 
extraordinary combination. His interest in the welfare of the Association 
was equaled by few; his donations to the Association Library will prove 
useful for years to come, in the same way as the gifts to the Association’s 
loan exhibition fill certain gaps. What cannot be measured is the many 
hours of thought given by him to numismatics, and which were given for 
so many years to the bettering of our hobby through the American Numis- 
matic Association. 

Moritz Wormser can no longer take an active part in future numismatic 
activities, but what he did accomplish in the years that he was active will 
be felt and appreciated by those who may strive to fill the tremendous void 
which his sudden passing has made so obvious, to his family, his friends, and 
his associates. 

His funeral was attended by a number of his closest numismatic friends, 
representing the many organizations to which he belonged. 

Mrs. Edna M. Wormser, and his three children, Samuel Z., Charles M. and 
Carolyn survive him. D. M. B. 


HARRY^ T. WILSON. 

Harry Thurston Wilson was found alone in death on June 5, 1940, at his 
home, 535 North Sawyer avenue, Chicago, 111. It has not been established 
when Mr. Wilson died, but from examination he is believed to have passed 
away either April 29 or 30. 

Always affectionately known as “Harry” during his long tenure as Gen- 
eral Secretary of the A. N. A., his genial manner won him a host of friends 
through the fifteen years he served in that office. 

Mr. Wilson was born in Cincinnati, Ohio, in 1868. His father was Capt. 
James H. Wilson, an officer of the Union army who distinguished himself 
during the Battle of Shiloh. This tradition did much to mold the life of 
Harry. Throughout his whole life he maintained attachments to affairs 
which came of the Civil War. One part of his collecting was daguerreotypes 
of soldiers in uniforms of the Civil War period. His mother was Ella Thurs- 
ton Crane, of the famous Crane family of Chicago and New York City. Harry 
always remained a bachelor and had been living alone for several months. 

Early in life he was educated to commercial work and began serious em- 
ployment with the Crane Bros. Manufacturing Company May 1, 1895. His 
promotion was steady and rapid until in 19 05 he became cost accountant. 
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which position he filled until retirement on pension at 65 years of age in 
1934. 

Harry’s favorite activity as a youth was bicycling on the high-wheelers of 
the 1880’s. He once rode to Cincinnati and return on his high wheel long 
before the advent of concrete roads. He began collecting coins in the high- 
bicycle days. In December, 19 07, he joined the A. N. A., and in 19 08 affiliat- 
ed with the old Chicago Numismatic Society. 

His genial good nature and amiable qualities made him a favorite at con- 
ventions everywhere. In 19 23 he was elected to the office of General Secre- 
tary, which he held until 1938, when he declined by reason of age to continue 
in the office. Few have favored the A. N. A. with so many years of labor and 
serious efforts to build up the Association. Long will be remembered his 
fraternal numismatic work! 

Funeral services were arranged by surviving second cousins, Mabel Shays 
Wilcox and Wm. Leverett Shays, and conducted by his Chapter No. 12, 
Philip Sheridan Sons of Veterans of the Civil War, with the Chicago Coin 
Club members acting as honorary pallbearers. Interment was in Greenwood 
cemetery. M. V. S.

Faithful Harry Wilson has passed on and will long be remembered by 
those of us who worked with him for his tireless, faithful and efficient ser- 
vice in the A. N. A. Always a jovial spirit, never confused, possessed of full 
knowledge of Association affairs, he was an inspiration for all of us.

or difference of opinion on any matters of importance for the best interest 
of the A. N. A. 

I feel sad in the loss of our old friend and co-worker, Harry Wilson. And 
when the great amount of work of his office required his retirement, the 
news was received with deepest regret. I know that every officer of the A. 
N. A. as well as the membership joins me in deepest sympathy on the death 
of Harry Wilson, our faithful servant.

HEHKEN DT PI( K. 

From Europe comes the news of the death of Prof. Behrendt Pick, noted 
German numismatist and archaeologist, who died at his home in Berlin on 
May 3 after a long illness. He was 78 years old. 

He was born in Posen (Polish Corridor) on December 21, 1861. After 
graduation from the Friedrich-Wilhelmsgymnasium in his native town in 
1880 he left for the University of Berlin (Ph. D. 1884), where he studied 
history, archaeology and classical philology. On the advice of Theodor 
Mommsen, among whose favorite pupils he was, Mr. Pick took up epigraphy 
and numismatics. He started working at the Berlin Coin Collection, thus 
laying the foundation of his later vast numismatic knowledge. 

After a short period in the service of the Royal Library in Berlin, in 1889 
Mr. Pick continued his studies at the Coin Collection in Athens, and began 
at Winterthur, Switzerland, with the collaboration of Fr. Imhoof-Blumer 
the preliminary researches for the “Corpus Numorum’’ of the Berlin Acad- 
emy of Sciences. In the same year Mr. Pick became lecturer in archaeology 
and numismatics at the University of Zurich, and was appointed assistant 
professor there in 1891. 

In 1893 he accepted a position at the Ducal Coin Collection at Frieden- 
stein-Castle in Gotha, Germany, one of Europe’s outstanding numismatic 
cabinets, becoming its director in 189 9. Besides being the head of this col- 
lection he was the first professor to be called to lecture on numismatics. 
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Since 189 6 he had been extraordinary professor at the University of Jena. 
He was conferred a regular salaried professorship in 1911, in which position 
he remained until 19 32. Besides this and the administration of the Ducal 
Coin Cabinet he supervised the Ducal Library in Gotha. Having retired in 
1934, the following year he took up his residence in Berlin. 

In 19 22 numismatic researches and the visit to relatives in Chicago 
brought him to the United States, where he delivered a lecture before the 
American Numismatic Society. 

To the readers of The Numismatist he is known by his letter in the Octo- 
ber issue of 19 22, pp. 459-4 61, and by the report on his lecture, “Famous 
Greek Statues as Found on Greek and Roman Coins,” in the February issue, 
1923, pp. 55-57. 

Besides numerous articles and discussions in various periodicals, his chief 
work consists of Vol. I of “Die antiken Muenzen Nord-Griechenlands” (Ber- 
lin 1898 and 1910), dealing with the coins of Dacia and Moesia, published 
by the Berlin Academy of Sciences. He completed “Les monnaies d’Athenes” 
(Munich 19 23-26), left unfinished by the late Jean Svoronos. On the occa- 
sion of Mr. Pick’s 70th birthday in 1931, his friends and admirers published 
a collection of 17 of his essays on various subjects in the numismatic and 
archaeologic field. 

Among the honors bestowed upon him was the honorary membership of 
the Academies of London, Rome, Vienna, Munich and Bucharest. He was 
one of the most distinguished and foremost experts in the history of ancient 
and medieval coins, as well as among the world’s greatest authorities on 
Jewish coins and medals. 

In his last years Mr. Pick devoted his time to ancient Palestine coins, 
finishing in March of this year, despite his illness, his work on this subject. 

He always held his mental capacities and his scientific knowledge at the 
service of the common welfare, assisted incessantly in his manifold work by 
his wife, Mrs. Gertrud Pick. But more appealing to all those who had the 
privilege of knowing him than his work of research and administration was 
his outspoken personality, his broad general culture and education and not 
at least his human and noble character. 

He leaves a widow, Mrs. Gertrud Pick, in Berlin, and a brother in Chicago.

The Entertainment Committee regrets to state that it has been unable to 
arrange a World’s Fair for the Detroit convention, but promises to make 
amends in other ways. Diversions of every sort will be available and visit- 
ing collectors can suit themselves. 

Suppose a guest is mechanically minded, or interested in production meth- 
ods, or thinks he needs a new car, as many of us do in these days of high-< 
pressure salesmanship. Detroit is the motor capital of the world, and cars 
roll from its assembly lines like peas from a thousand pods. Here is the 
immense Ford plant, the largest industrial center known to man. If our 
guest cares for even a casual four-hour glance at these 1,09 6 acres and what 
covers them, hiking shoes are recommended. 

Those who enjoy boats and boating will gravitate towards the Detroit 
river, the world’s busiest waterway, which habitually swarms with craft of 
all descriptions from huge freighters to fragile canoes. Nothing is more 
welcome on a hot August afternoon than river scenes and lake breezes, so a 
long boat ride to Bob-Lo Island has been planned. 

Slowly our steamer turns into the stream, and we embark on a voyage 
of discovery. Towers and factories slip past. Soon the river widens, green 
islands appear, and the first cool breath from Lake Erie fans our cheeks. 
Two hundred and thirty-nine years ago Antoine de la Mothe Cadillac round- 
ed this bend, seeking a place for the 19 4 0 convention. 

There is a letter still extant, written by Cadillac, and bearing the follow- 
ing marginal notation: 

“He lies like a Gascon.” 
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Evidently some Government official disagreed with the great man. 

Let us leave the happy voyagers to their fate and hear what other mem- 
bers are saying. Some of them hoped to see Europe this year, but we advise 
Detroit. A ten-minute bus ride will take you to a foreign country — and no 
submarines. It is said that a party of numismatists visited Windsor during 
the last Detroit convention, deriving great benefits thereby. 

The Entertainment Committee believes that Detroit has far more to offer 
than a mere World’s Fair, and suggests numerous alternatives. The follow- 
ing paragraphs describe a few sights not previously mentioned.

Detroit’s island paradise, Belle Isle, has received so much favorable pub- 
licity that further descriptions are unnecessary. Excellent bathing facilities, 
tennis courts, athletic fields, picnic grounds and zoological gardens are open 
to the public; and you can walk, ride, golf, or go boating to your heart’s 
content. One thousand acres of shady groves, verdant lawns and winding 
paths lure the nature lover. 

One of the most widely known cultural and educational centers in America 
is located at Bloomfield Hills, among surroundings of great natural beauty. 
Cranbrook institutions include Kingswood School, Cranbrook School, Brook- 
side School, Cranbrook Institute of Science, Cranbrook Academy of Art and 
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Christ Church. The exquisite grace and classic perfection of these buildings 
make it apparent why great architecture has been called “frozen music." 

Most people have heard of the European war, Christopher Columbus, and 
the Shrine of the Little Flower. Father Coughlin’s famous radio church is 
visited by 150,000 tourists each summer, including coin collectors of all 
creeds and races. The Shrine is rich in statuary, and the awe-inspiring 
splendor of its marble altars must be seen to be appreciated. Here you will 
find the largest crucifix in the world. 

Imagine an enormous white gear that has been hollowed out and filled 
with interesting things, and you may form some conception of the Ford Ro- 
tunda. This remarkable structure serves as a reception hall for visitors to 
the Rouge Plant. One wing contains a complete theatre, and the other a 
mechanical exhibit, while Ford factories throughout the world are indicated 
on a huge revolving globe in the center of the building.

HISTORIC MADTA ISSUES HALF CROWN NOTE. 

Malta, the island of the Mediterranean, claimed by some to be a most vital 
link in the chain which makes the British Empire, has just issued a half 
crown note. The note is lithographed in red, blue and green. This is one of 
the smallest denominations issued by any British possession. The majority 
of British colonial low denomination notes are full legal tender, but this note 
reads: “The Government of Malta hereby declares this note two shillings 
and six pence to be legal tender for payments not exceeding £2.” At the 
right is a portrait head of King George VI. The notes are dated September, 
1939. The reverse is blank. The size of these notes is 5^ by 3 inches. 
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BANK OF ENGLAND HAS NEW NOTES. 

The Bank of England has issued a new paper pound and 10-shilling note. 
The designs are practically the same as previously, but the new notes are of 
an entirely different color combination. The old pounds were printed in 
green on the obverse, with a bluish wavy line background. The reverses 
were printed in green and blue with a slight red tinge. The new notes are 
printed in ultramarine blue, with a tan background of several protective 
device designs. In addition, a vertical strip appears about one-third of the 
way through the note in both the pound and 10-shilling notes. The water- 
mark is the same on both issues. The reverse of the pound note is printed 
in tan and blue. It is more attractive than the previous issues, because the 
medallions and the building are of the same tone (tan), and the background 
is blue. On previous issues the medallions were not as prominent. 

The new 10 shillings is in gray and purple, whereas previously it was in 
gray and rust-red. The new notes are more attractive, but not as well en-» 
graved. 


TIN COINS FOR INDO-CHINA. 

French Indo-China is to have a new issue of nickel 10 and 20 cents. The 
former coins of 50 and 20 cents which circulated have disappeared from 
circulation since the outbreak of the war, and the entire reserve stock of 
20 and 10 cent coins was soon exhausted. Officials believe that the coins 
were either exported or used for jewelry purposes. 

The Government of French Indo-China has had to issue large quantities 
of paper money in the low values of 50, 20 and 10 cents. The poor quality 
of the paper used for this emergency money has caused some complaint by 
the public. During the first World War similar notes were issued, which 
wore out so rapidly that it is estimated that 40 per cent, of the notes 
became irredeemable, and thus a total loss to the public. It has also been 
reported that new tin one-cent pieces have been minted, as well as half-cent 
pieces.

BOSTON NUMISMATIC SOCIETY — The Boston Numismatic Societv held its 
regular monthly meeting and dinner on May 27, President Stafford presiding.

Mr. Pond notified the members of the sudden death, on May 22, of our beloved 
member, Mr. Moritz Wormser, of New York. A memorial testimonial was read 
and it was voted to incorporate it in the permanent records of the Boston Numis- 
matic Society, and the secretary was instructed to send a copy to Mrs. Wormser 
and to the American Numismatic Association. 

“By the sudden death of Moritz Wormser in New York on May 22, 1940 the 
Boston Numismatic Society suffered the loss of one of its most distinguished 
members and the numismatic world at large one of its best known figures. 

“Cultured and widely travelled, the master of several languages, Mr. Wormser 
was happily able to indulge to a high degree his interest in coins and medals, 
centering his study, unlike most American numismatists, on Europe rather than 
the United States. After his election to our Society in 1929 his occasional visits 
to Boston on personal affairs were often thoughtfully timed to coincide with our 
meetings, and we shall long remember the talks and exhibits with which he en- 
tertained us at such times. 

“Mr. Wormser had an unusual interest in the encouragement of numismatic 
activities, having been for many years a member of the Council of the American 
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Numismatic Society and past president of the New York Numismatic Club, which 
honored him at the termination of his presidency by striking a medal bearing 
his likeness. For over tw'enty years he had been one of the most influential 
figures in the American Numismatic Association, of which he was once President 
and several times one of its Governors. ... ^ 

“His invariable courtesy and sociability, coupled with his wide knowledge of 
coins and medals, won him a host of friends and admirers who realize only too 
well what a gap his passing leaves in American numismatic circles. 

“In testimony of the esteem in which the memory of Moritz Wormser is held 
by the members of the Boston Numismatic Society, the secretary has been in- 
structed to enter these sentiments in the Society’s record book and to send a 
copy thereof to the family of our late beloved colleague.” 


All present rose and stood in silence for a moment in respect to pur departed 
colleague. , ^ 

Mr. Schuhmacher spoke briefly of his recent exhibit of Massachusetts Ter- 
centenary Medals. , ^ ^ 1 - 

An application for membership was received from Raymond B. Cox, 199 Wash- 
ington Street, Boston, Mass. Mr. Cox was unanimously elected to membership. 

President Stafford passed around the paper published by the Boston City Club, 
"Life at the City Club,” May 27, 1940, in which there appeared a short historical 
article relative to the Boston Numismatic Society. 

The speaker for the evening was then introduced, Mr. Arthur S. Dewing. 
Topic: “Guatemala and Maya Ruins.” 

Mr. Dewing, speaking informally, gave an interesting account of his recent 
travels. Beginning from the Neolithic times, he related the series of southward 
migrations from Asia and discussed the evidences of this in the features of the 
peoples, languages, and Neolithic culture present as the movements occurred. 
The three cultures of Mexico were mentioned. Reaching the subject of his talk, 
he described the jungles and the Maya ruins, starting with the first Mayan city 
as recorded by a “calendar stone,” 68 A. D. He related the series of regular 
movements of the nomadic tribes and the various civilizations developed. The 
important role played by the priests in Mayan life, the classes of people, the 
series of three deities (Sun, Moon, and Fertility), the characteristics and life in 
general of the Mayan people, the series of movements in relation to “corn cul- 
ture,” with the jungle overtaking each city left behind, and the recording of 
the Mayan history on the calendar stones, were all described in detail. He spoke 
of the difficulty of correlating Mayan chronology with the Christian chronology 
and described the calendar stones and significance of their hieroglyphics as well 
as mentioning other large stones in the shape of animals. The various tribes, 
religions, superstitions, customers, languages, dress and diet were all enumer- 
ated. He exhibited maps and numerous pictures in connection with his talk. 

At the conclusion President Stafford thanked Mr. Dewing for the society for 
his very interesting and instructive narration. There was a short general dis- 
cussion relative to the talk and Mr. Dewing answered questions put by the 
members. 

Mr. Stafford gave a short account of a supposedly ancient stone ruin (87 tons) 
in North Salem, N. H.

ZINC COINS FOR GERMANY. 

Germany is about to issue a new series of zinc coins in the minor values 
of 1, 5 and 10 pfennigs. The new coins will replace the current copper 1 and 
2 pfennig pieces, as well as the aluminum-bronze 5 and 10 pfennigs. 

During the past few months silver coins have been withdrawn from cir- 
culation entirely. The source of the zinc for the new coinage is the Polish- 
Silesian zinc mines. It is presumed, since the coinage is being shifted to 
zinc, that the country has adequate supplies of it. The reason for the with- 
drawal of the copper and aluminum-bronze coins from public circulation is 
apparently for the conservation of the non-ferrous metals, of which Germany 
has always been a large importer. 


NKAV NOTES FOR SOUTHERN RHODESIA. 

For the first time in its history. Southern Rhodesia has its own notes. A 
new 10-shilling note, dated 15 December, 193 9, at Salisbury, has been re- 
ceived. It shows a portrait of King George VI in the right panel, and a wat- 
ermarked portrait of Cecil Rhodes in the left panel. The reverse shows a 
native waterfall. The notes are 5^4 by 3 inches. The issue is prepared by 
Bradbury Wilkinson & Co., of London. Previous bank notes for Southern 
Rhodesia were issued by private South African banks and were marked in 
the margin “Rhodesian Issue.” The present issue is released by the South- 
ern Rhodesia Currency Board, which is a department of the Government. 


OREGON NUMISMATIC SOCIETY BANQUET. 

The Oregon Numismatic Society held its annual banquet at the Hotel 
Benson, Portland, Ore., on June 10, with about 40 members present. This 
was the last meeting until September. We had as our guest for the even- 
ing Dr. Terrill, professor of economics of Reed College, who gave a fine 
talk on economics and world events, followed by a talk by Robert Hughes, 
of the Portland Stamp Club, who gave us an interesting talk on collecting 
stamps and coins as an educational profession. 

We have at the present time a membership of 52, and are hoping to in- 
crease that number.
